4 FOR DRILLING 


Choice of Dominion Capital To Be Celebrated 


Gordon Beattie Heads Company 
Which Has Secured 
15,000 Acres 


Having secured a 15,000 acre 
block in the Ribstiolne district, as 
reported on Wednesday, twto wells 
will be drilled on specially selcted 
locations with two months, states 
Gordon Beatties, well known oil 
man who wtih associates organiz¬ 
ed and drilled the first two wells 
at Wainwright for the British 
Petroleums company. 

The leases are southwest of Rib- 
stone (o/n the broad regional anti¬ 
cline as defined by Dr. Humic in 
his report to th Dominion gov'ern- 
Sment. The drilling depths to the 
oil sands will be from 1650 to 1700 
feet and rotary drilling equipment 
will be shipped in shortly to start 
operations.* 

Dr. Warren, geologist of the 
University of Alberta, and Will¬ 
iam Cox, geologist and Yvho is a 
graduate of McGill university and 
taken post graduate work at the 
Massachusetts Schiolol (off Technol¬ 
ogy have reported favorably on 
this acreage and selected the 
drilling' sites. 

There is t|oi ibe no stock put on the j 
market to drill the first well as 
the financing is to be done by the 
Ri'bstone Petroleum syndicate,; 
headed by 1 Mr. Beattie. As the 
wells will be higher on the super¬ 
structure and the regional anti¬ 
cline, it is expected that oil pro¬ 
duction will be greater and of 
higher grade than heretofore.

The coming of railways has super¬ 
seded it and rendered it practical-ly 
useless as a carrier of traffic; but it 
rendered valuable service in earlier 
days for the settlement of the Pro¬ 
vince of Ontario, both east and west. 

Three years after Bytown became 
Ottawa, it was chosen as the capital 
of the old Province of Canada, 

The centenary celebration, this 
summer will last two weeks, from 
August 16 to 28. The first week— 
August 16 to 21—will be devoted 
particularly to the centenary pro¬ 
gram, which will include an his¬ 
torical pageant illustrating outstand¬ 
ing periods and events in the his¬ 
tory of the capital. During the 
same period the Edmonton Samgede 
Will give a daily program; while ar¬ 
rangements are also being made for 
holding the Rudder International 
Power Boat races for two days of 
that week. Plans are not fully com¬ 
pleted for the celebration, but 
among other proposals under con¬ 
sideration are the erection of a monu¬ 
ment to Colonel By. The Dominion 
Government is also preparing plans 
for the extension of the Driveway 
which i9 such an attractive feature 
of the city. 


I n the late summer of 1826 Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel John By, of the Royal 
Engineers, selected the spot where 
the Rideau Canal should enter the 
Ottawa River, and in -so doing set¬ 
tled the site of what afterwards be¬ 
came the capital of the Dominion of 
Canada. The centenary of this 
event is being marked this coming 
August by a celebration which is 
expected to be national in character. 
The Dominion Government has -al¬ 
ready intimated its intention, not 
only of taking part, hut of signaliz¬ 
ing the occasion by extension of its 
works for the beautification of the 
capital. The celebration itself will 
include historical pageantry and 
will draw from the western plains a 
spectacular “Stampede” as illustra¬ 
tive of one of the historical phases 
of the development of that broad sec¬ 
tion of the Dominion . 

In making his journey up the Ot¬ 
tawa, ColoneL By was not planning 
for the capital of a Dominion hut 
striving to strengthen the defences 
of one of the outworks of the Brit¬ 
ish Empire. “During the war of 
1812-15,” says Hamnett P. Hill, in a 
brief history of the construction of

THIS IS THE PROPER WAY TO SHEAR A SHEEP 


The pictures, with 
printed instructions

While slight modifica¬ 
tions in the directing of

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CULTURES FOR SEED 

AND SOIL INOCULATION 


In view of the fact that differ¬ 
ent cultures are offerred for sale, 
some withsweeping claims, it is 
not surprising that farmers and 
growers are often at a llofes to 
know how far success may reason¬ 
ably b|e expected from these cul¬ 
tures, and just to rwthat exttent 
t he use of these cultures is en¬ 
dorsed by present day science. 

In all agricultural soils bacteria 
are necessary for the blest produc¬ 
tion lof any crop. They play an 
lndespensable piart in the prepar¬ 
ations of plant food, helping it 
to change from an unavailable 
'form into soluble form capable 
of being used by the growing 
plant. It is especially in con¬ 
nection with th e work of supply¬ 
ing the nitr-ofgen requirements of 
the plant that bacteria are im¬ 
portant. While certain kinds con¬ 
vert nitrO(g)enous (materials in the 
soil itself into fonmls which can be 
taken up to th e plant, others are] 


a‘blle to enrich the soil and the 
plant by gathering nitrogen fronl 
the air which ^consists of 80 per 
cent, of this element. Some of 
thes e bacteria woric independent¬ 
ly in the soil, other s in association 
plants, in the nodules or ^welli n gs 
seen lo(n the roots of healthy pla\t s 

With the single exception of the 
legume bacteria, there is no indi¬ 
cation of a scarcity of bacteria in 
an otherwise good soil. If a soil 
is (Deficient in bacteria; then the 
soil does not favor their growth 
due to soimie defect. Only when 
such deflect is corrected will the 
useful bacteria /tloJutrish, so that 
adding other bacteria than the 
legume bajcfteria will b e superflu¬ 
ous in normal soils and of little or 
no avail in abnormal soils. 

In the case of legiuime bacteria 
there mlay be an actual dfeficie n cy 
of thes e in a soil which may be 
remedied by inoculation. With 
each kind of legume are associ¬ 
ated its own special bacteria, the 
presence of which is necessary in 
the soil if the plant is to benefit

If a legume 
crop has been grown successfully 
1‘^in a short rotation, it may be as¬ 
sumed that the nodule bacteria ef 
the right kind! are in the soil. 
When, however, a particular leg- 
yime is being grown for the first 
time, or after a long lapse of 
years, idr has not grown success¬ 
fully with previous attempts, it 
.often will be a distinct advan¬ 
tage to add baceria, or in other 
words, to inoculate. Even in such 
cases inoculatijoln is not assure re- 
imiedy, f-otr success twill b most 
probable of other soil conditions 
are >t their best. Legume in¬ 
oculation is therefore an aid to, 
•not a substitute for, good farming 
methods. 

' Slc| far it is o)nly in the cas e of 
leguime cultures that the practice 
of seed or soil inoculation has re¬ 
ceived approval from agricultur¬ 
al scientists- 

Up to the present, (clultures claim¬ 
ing to he of benefit fc(r all types 
lof crops— grasses, root crops, 
flowers eta as well as legumes, 
have not been proven to be of 
practical use. 

Legumfe inoculation, howelver, 
is to be encouraged. Bacteria 
may be added to the soil by tak¬ 
ing soil ftfofm a field where the 
saute crop has grown successfully 
and incoporating it with the new 
land at the rate of 200 pounds to 
the acre. !S(uch practice is often 
expensive, a©!dt *uhj^et to 

the danger of introducing weeds, 
insects and plant diseases. A 
simple method is that of adding 
a culture of legume bacteria di-| 
recitly to the seed before sowing. 
This is the method! (most common¬ 
ly used and redolmimiended. 

Some of the provincial Agricul¬ 
tural colleges supply fa,dimers 
with cultures at a small charge. 
Genuine mtroi-cultures are also 
prepared and sold lb|y v& r i° us 
commercial houses. In addition, 
the divisioin of Bacteriology, Cen¬ 
tral Experimental Farm, will sup¬ 
ply free, to any farmer wishing to 
give seed inoculation, a trial cul¬ 
ture sufficient for 60 pounds of 
seed. Cultures are sent out with 
the understanding that the appli¬ 
cant agrees to report results, and 
are m’o.t soild, th e amount supplied 
to any applicant being limited to 
th e (quantify specified abjcVe. 
When application is imade the ap¬ 
proximate ! dlate lof seeding should 
be given-

Internal parasitisto—the pres¬ 
ence of parasitic wormfs in the in¬ 
testines of fowl—is mainly depen¬ 
dent for propagation upon pollut¬ 
ed soil. Land upon which young 
poultry are to be reared should 
not have had poultry ctn it for at 
leats one year, nor should the 
soil have been fertilized with fowl 
manure. It shoif: l be planted in 
a grain crop of some sort in the 
tween the pieriods used) for rear¬ 
ing fowl. Under general farm 
conditions, when the adult stock 
have intestinal wiotrms, and the 
land surrounding the farm build¬ 
ings has coseqiuently be'c'ome pol¬ 
luted it is best to brood chicks 
indoors and raise them on land 
entirely separated fncim the ex-j 
isting flock. 


Ruse Chafer, published by the En¬ 
tomological Branch of the Domin¬ 
ion Department of Agriculture is 
especially welcome. The Rose 
Chafer, say Messrs W. A. Ross 
and W. A. kali of the Vineland 
laboratory, authors of the circular 
feeds in the blossoms, fruit and 
Reaves of a great number of plants 
in fact is almost omnivorous.
